The war closed nearly forty years j 


ago. 
In the meantime many of our j 


soldiers and sailors long survived the 
_age of sixty-two and passed away , 
without receiving any pension. Skill- , 
ful pension attorneys, hunting through i 
the stature, failed to find -there a pro- 
i 


vision giving a pension to ail who had 
reached sixty-two. 
Many prominent • 


veterans urged tbe justice of congres- : 
sional action giving a service pension 
to all veterans. 
Bills to that effect 


were introduced in congress. And not 
until March of this year did any one 
ever claim to have'made the discovery 
that the prc^deut had power to treat • 
the statute as if it read that when a 
claimant had passed the age of sixty- 
two years he is necessarily disabled 
one-half in ability to perform manual 
labor and therefore entitled to a pen- 
sion. 


The present pension commissioner in- 


dicated his view of tbe order, when in 
a recent address he thanked tiie .presi- 
dent for what he had done and advised 
his hearers to use their influence that 
a law might be passed to the same ef- 
fect. Full confidence, after all. seems 
not to have been placed on the defense 
of justification, for it is pleaded in 
mitigation that a former Democratic 
president did something looking in that; 
direction. Even if that were so, which 
is not admitted, our present duty 
would be none tbe less plain and im- 
perative. Our people must never tol- 
erate the citation of one act of usurpa- 
tion of power as an excuse for anoth- 
er. The first may possibly be due to 
mistake: the second, being based on 
the'first, cannot be. In explanation, 
however, it should be said that the or-.

This draft upon the revenue-; of the 


country hn« had the effect which might 
have been ;intleipatod. and now we have 
pre<ent°d tl.e lei-er^e of the situation. 
whieh led to the iamous observation. "It 
i.-! a condition and not a theory which 
confront? us." for, although the present 
incumbent found at the close of the first 
fi .-.'•«! ;, ear during which he assumed con- 
trol or the administration a surplus of re- 
ceipts ov?r expenditures of more than. 
SCl.OOO.O'JO, there was an excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts at the close oC 
the last fiscal year of 142,000,000. and the 
o:Ticial mor.tbly reports made by 
the 


treasury dvpartment show that the ex- 
penditures are continuously ami rapidly 
increasing; while the receipts are dimin- 
ishing. 
^ 


In this connection it is interesting to 


note the recent administrative orders for- 
bidding government officers from making 
public an:>" statement 
of estimates on 


which' future appropriations are to be 
based. 


If a man of ordinary intelligence and 


prudence should find in the operating ex- 
penses of bis business such a tremendous 
percentage 
of increase, -would he 
not 


promptly set on foot an inquiry for the 
cause of the waste and take immediate 
measures 
to stop it. especially when 


trusted employees have been found dis- 
honest and convicted and a widespread 
impression exists that a thorough investi- 
gation may discover other cases of mal- 
feasance? 
"\Vhen the chief executive re- 


ported to congress that "through frauds. 
forgeries and perjuries and by shameless 
briberies the laws relating to the proper 
conduct of the public service in general 
and to the due administration of the post- 
office department have been notoriously 
violated * * » • • there -was a general popu- 
lar demand for a rigid, sweeping investi- 
gation by congress in addition to that un- 
dertaken by the executive himself. 
Such 


an investigation the Republican majority 
in congress would not permit, although 
the minority insisted that the interests of 
good government demanded it. And the 
minority -was right. The liberality, pa- 
triotism and national pride of the people 
should not be made an excuse for waste 
of the public funds. Official extravagance 
is official crime. 


There is not a sentence in the Repub- 


lican platform recommending a reduction 
in the expenditures of the government, 
not a line suggesting that the increase in 
the cost of the war department from S34.- 
000.000 in ISSO to $115.000,000 in 1904 should be 
inquired into, and not a paragraph calling 
for a thorough investigation of those 
departments of the government in -which. 
dishonesty has been recently disclosed. 


The peopi-->. however, can by their votes. 


if they C'-sire it. order such an investiga- 
tion and inaugurate a policy of economy 
and retrenchment. It is safe to say that 
this xvill not be accomplished by indors- 
ing at the. polls the Republican majority 
of the' house of representatives which re- 
fused the investigation and made the ap- 
propriations. nor by continuing in power 
the ad m in is- 1 ration which made the dis- 
bursements. „ 


Reform in expenditures must be had in 


both the civil, military and naval estab- 
lishments in order that the national ex- 
penditures may be brought to a basis of 
peace and the government maintained 
•without recourse to the taxes of war. 
Conclusion. 


I have put aside a congenial -work, to 


which 1 had expected to devote my life. 
in order to assume as best I can the re- 
sponsibilities your convention put upon me. 


I solicit the cordial co-operation and 


generous assistance of every man -who 
believes that a change oC measures and 
of men at this time would be -wise, and 
urge harmony of endeavor as -well as 
vigorous action on the part of all so 
minded.

tariff reform, imperialism, economical 
administration and honesty in the pub- 
jlc service.

Imperialism. 


While I presented my views at the 


notification proceedings concerning this 
•vital issue, the overshadowing impor- 
tance of this question impels me to re- 
fer to it again. 
The issue is often- 


times referred to as constitutionalism 
versus imperialism. 


If vr,; wyulu retain onr liberties and 


constitutional rights unimpaired we 
Cannot permit or tolerate at any time 
-or for any purpose the arrogation of 
unconstitutional powers by the execu- 
tive branch of our government. 
We 


should be ever mindful ot the words 
of Webster. "Liberty is only to be pre- 
fcerved by maintaining constitutional 
restraints and a just division of polit- 
ical powers." 


Already the national government has 


become centralized beyond any point 
contemplated 
or imagined by 
the 


founders of the constitution. How tre- 
mendously all this has added to the 
power of tbe president! It has devel- 
oped from year to year until it almost 
equals that of many monarchs. While 
tbe growth of our country and tbe mag- 
nitude of interstate interests may seem 
to furnish a plausible reason for this 
centralization of power, yet these same 
facts afford the most potent reason 
why the executive should not be per- 
mitted to encroach upon tbe other de- 
partments of the government and as- 
sume legislative or other powers not 
expressly conferred by the constitu- 
tion. 


The magnitude of the country and 


its diversity of interests and popula- 
tion Avould enable a determined, ambi- 
tious-and able executive, unmindful of 
constitutional 
limitations 
and fired 


with the lust of power, to go fur in 
the usurpation of authority and the 
aggrandizement of persona! power be- 
fore the situation could be fully appre- 
ciated or tbe people be arjused. 


The issue of imperialism which has 


been thrust upon the country involves 
n decision whether the law of tbe land 
or the rule ot individual i-aprlce shall 
govern. 
The principle of imperialism 


may give rise to brilliant, startling, 
dabbing results, but the principle of 
democracy holds in check the brilliant 
executive and subjects him to the so- 
ber, conservative control uf the people. 


The people of the United States 


stand at the parting of the ways. 
Shall we follow the footsteps of our 
fathers along the paths of peace, pros- 
perity and contentment, guided, by the 
ever living spirit of the constitution 
which they framed for us. or shall we 
go along other and untried paths hith- 
erto shunned by all. following blindly 
Eew ideals which, though appealing 
with brilliancy to the imagination and 
fitnbitk'n. may prove a wil!-o~-the-wisp.
